In ^Newark the rain fell in torrents during the night, but early this 


morning the rainfall stopped and the sun came out brightly. Notwith- 
standing the fact that no rain; had fallen for eight hours, the creeks 
about the city continued to rise, and at 2 "p. m. the North Fork rose 
ftve inches in fifteen minutes. All the streams are booming, and in 
"Oklahoma" several 'houses are surrounded by water. The story of the

Lima, O., April 1.—People in the en- 


tire southern part of this city border- 


ing on the Ottawa river awoke during 


the night to find their homes and fac- 


tories surrounded and egress cut off.

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THE COTTON TREE. 


It Crown In Blexloo and I» Immune 


* roni th«- Boll 'Weevil. 


The federal department of agricul- 


ture has instructed the United Stales 
consular agent at Guadalajara, Mexi- 
co, to make a thorough Investigation 
of the cotton tree which flourishes in 
tli!«t vicinity andjri'port fully to Wash- 
ington. 
It is evidently the object of 


the department to introduce the tree 
into this country if possible. 


The cotton tree is said to be a native 


Of tlie state of Jalisco, which is one of 
the smaller divisions on the Pacific 
bide of the neighboring republic. Ac- 
cording to Seuor llilario Cuevas, on 
whoso hacienda nejA Lagos it is be- 
ing bcientilically cultivated, the plant 
begins bearing when live years old and 
continues to be productive for half a 
century or more. In some instances a 
single tree has been known to produce 
as much as fifty pounds of cotton in 
one season, the fiber being very similar 
to that of the cotton plant and adapta- 
ble to the same uses. It is immune 
against the boll weevil and all other 
insect pests, and und"- proper condi- 
tions the growinjr ut it may be made 
immensely pro, -ule. 


If the report on the tree warrants 


such action the department of agricul- 
ture will no doubt take prompt steps 
toward growing it in the cotton belt of 
this country. It is hardly likely that 
the cotton plant we all know so well 
will be supplanted, but as a part of 
the campaign against the boll weevil 
everything should be done which 
seems to tend toward immunity from 
that pernicious insect. It may be that 
the cotton tree will solve the problem.

tzar's soldiers amuse themselves dur- 
ing their long journey, says the Mos- 
cow correspondent of the London 
News. The letter is dated from Muiso- 
vaya, the westem terminus of the 
Transbaikal raihs.iy. It begins with 
innumerable "kn<-s" and "greetings" 
to relatives and proceeds: 


"We are kept f»ur days at Tchelia- 


binsk and only started on the 3d of 
February. \Ve got here very tired, as 
we took two days to get across Lake 
Baikal, and it snowed all the time. 
Two of our men wt're frostbitten. We 
spent a night in the 'teplushka' (sta- 
tion in the middle of the lake where 
soldiers rest). There were over eev- 
enty of our men in it. We had to get 
up in the night and pile logs on the 
fire outside. 
I wonder they did not 


bum through the ice. 


"We are hungry to get at the Japa- 


nese. Kiss Lukeria and tell her I will 
bring home their pigtails to tie up the 
old cow with. Now for our amuse- 
ments. We have a .Tew called Yanko, 
a first rate little chap. His father ia 
a rich man, and he taught us to play 
cards. He played quite fair, but won 
all our money. He pays be can count 
to a million. Marakoff sold him the 
buttons off his coat, but the sergeant 
hit Yanko and made him stand in the 
snow and sew them on again. We call 
Yanko 'lobster,' as he got very red, be- 
ing a proud man. 


"Our men who were frostbitten got 


an extra tcbarka of vodka. It is as- 
tonishing how easy it is to get bitten. 
What we want first is matches, as our 
train has hot air pipes. I wish we 
had a stove. Yanko had a whole box 
of matches, which he sold singly. 
I 


owe" him 1 ruble and 3 kopecks. 


"The' second battalion of oar regi- 


ment .is at Harbin, and we shall see 
our old friends and also the Chinamen 
who are going to fight on our side. So 
what does it matter if the English go 
against us? If they do we shall- stop 
at Chita and go back to India. Some 
of our officers fought against the Eng- 
lish in the last war against the Turks.

JAPAN'S HUMANE PLAN. 


GoTerninent Burenw Bstnliliisliea to 


Care For JTccds of TVar Prisoners. 
Tlie -Tapaiiese government is making 


every effort to carry out its determina- 
tion ' to conduct the war on humane 
principles, says a special dispatch from 
Kobe, .Japan, to the Chicago Record- 
Herald. A bureau of prisoners of war 
has been established. This is the first 
of the kind since the sncgestion made 
at the international congress in 1/>S4. 
There was no precedent for such a step, 
but the difficulties which stood in the 
way have been surmounted. The bu- 
reau is intended to keep a complete reg- 
ister of ail prisoners of war, both those 
in Japanese hands and as far as possi- 
ble those in Russian hands. 


The register w!H be open to friends 


and relatives of the Japansrse prisoners, 
and the bureau will <Io its utmost to 
forward money or anything else to the 
men'so far as it is ni'owed to do so by 
the Russian authorities. It will also 
undertake to protect the correspondence 
of JIu<?ian prisoners with Ihoir friends 
at home. The last wishes of the dy- 
ing, their wiils nn<l any communica 
tio-nf. they niry wish to make to their 
fri'iids also wiH be forwanih-d.

One of the Few Survivors of the An- 


drews Party, Dead at Perrys- 


burg, Ohio. 


John Alfred 
Wilson, who died at 


Perrysbucg, O, a few days ago, was 
one of the few survivors of the gallant 
party that accompanied J. J. Andrews 
in his unsuccessful attempt to steal a 
rain from the Confederate army Wil- 
son, with all his comrades, was cap- 
tured and seven of the t\\ enty-four 
were hanged. 
Wilson escaped from 


prison and made his way to the Gulf of 
Mexico, where he was picked up by a 
United States ship. "During the raid he 
was selected as engineer of the loco- 
motive to be stolen, "The General," 
and served in that capacity until the 
party was forced to- desert the train. 


The men who took part ia this peril- 


ous undertaking, which was considered 
one of the most daring feats ever at- 
tempted during the civil war, were se- 
lected by General O. M. Knight, of the 
Second 
brigade, Fourteenth 
Army 


corps, and were picked out 
from 


among thousands on acccurt of their 
reputation for bravery and daring 
Some years ago a Mr. Knight, who 
took part in the raid, and was one of 
the few to make thfeir escape deliver- 
ed an interesting lecture in Newark on 
the raid. The old engine, ''The Gen 
eral," was on exhibition at the World's 
Fair at Chicago and attracted a great
